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CÓLONEL GRAVES INDICATES STATE 
WILL ASK FOR RIGHTS. 


Something of a "mew feature was introduced 
into the Muscle Shoals situation Wednesday by 
Governor-Elect Bibb Graves #n his address to the 
legislature suggesting that Alabama insist on 
whatever rights she may have at the Shoals. 
So long has this stato been a supplicant for 
federal aid at the Shoals that the jole of aggres- 
spr seems a strange one. 
Governor-Elect Graves expresses the belief that 
Alabama still owns the river bed on which Wil­ 
son Dam is constructed and, being a joint-possea- 
sor of the project with the government, the rights 
and wishes of this state should be consulted by 
the federal government. 
He requests that the 
legislature name a committee to ascertain just 
•what rights the state has and to stand firm for 
their recognition. 
In seeking to prevent Alabama from 
being 
neglected by the federal government, 
Colonel 
Graves has the sympathy and the backing of all 
citizens. 
However, the fact must not be over­ 
looked that the money which went into this gi­ 
gantic development came from all sections of the 
country, the support which made possible the in­ 
terest of congressmen came from neighboring 
states. Much as The Daily would like to have the 
benefits of Muscle Shoals retained in this immedi­ 
ate section, the Daily realizes that that would be 
a purely selfish attitude. 
The Daily believes 
that the advantages of Albany-Decatur and other 
sections of the Tennessee valley are so obvious 
that they will be recognized by capitalists desir­ 
ing locations. 
In attempting to ascertain what privileges this 
state has in Muscle Shoals, Governor-Elect Graves 
is pursuing the proper course. :. It would be well 
to have this feature cleared up at the earliest 
feasible date. There is no benefit in waiting un­ 
til after a lease is made before the question is 
raised, and the Daily hopes that Governor-Elect 
Graves' suggestion is followed by the legislature.

THE NEW LEGISLATURE 
Alabama’s new legislature, fresh 
from the people, assembles today 
at the state capitol in sppcial M i­ 
sión with but one specified purpose. 
It is to pass upon the advisability 
of submitting a bond iasue to the 
voters for the construction of high­ 
ways, and to suggest the necessary 
financial arrangements for meeting 
the additional obligation that will 
be assumed if the bonds are ap­ 
proved. 
It is unlikely that any other sub­ 
ject than that specified 
In 
the 
executive call will be considered, 
save perhaps the proposal to in­ 
crease the salary of the 
gover­ 
nor of Alabama to $10,000 a year 
which must be acted upon now in 
order to apply to the new execu 
tive, as the salary of an elected 
official cannot be increased * dur­ 
ing his term of office. 
To 
this 
there will probably be little ob­ 
jection, since» the sum proposed 
will be recognized as more in keep­ 
ing with the importance and dig­ 
nity of the high office of gover­ 
nor of this commonwealth than is 
the salary now provided. Any sub­ 
ject not in the official call can 
be taken up only by a vote of two 
thirds of both houses, and as the 
regular session of the legislature 
begins next week it is not likely 
that anything else will be formally 
considered this week.
